The first learned of his dual life 


was in November, 1904, and despite 
the fact that the detective force ims 
Jkept a sharp look out for him he has 
always managed to escape arrest. The 
•warrant was sworn to by his second 
•wife, though she did not know at the 
time that he had a couple more, be- 
lieving from what she 
could learn 


that there was but one other. 


It was the disgrace that No. 2 had 


experienced that 
goaded her 
into 


making the complaint, and with the 
assistance of her brother Edward Or- 
eans, she caused Painter's arrest last 
evening. Painter does not deny that 
he is a bigamist and could give no 
excuse, further than that the best of 
fellows will fall some times, and he 
did not believe he had good sense.
